SCHOOL BOARD. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the School Board of the School District of Allenstown: 

I hereby submit my sixth annual report of the schools of 
Allenstown. 

The year last Hawt) serious 1n its events, amazed by its 
problems, overshadowed by a world war, has disturbed our 
civic life and all the enterprises in which our people are en- 
gaged more severely than any period since the War for the 
Union. And unquestionably the schools have felt this dis- 
turbance as much and perhaps more than any American 
‘institution. 

The great advance in the cost of living in its every detail, 
and the higher wages paid in other enterprises, caused so 
many women to leave the profession of teaching that it 
made it difficult to secure teachers to fill the vacancies thus 
caused. In some states schools were closed, owing to a 
lack of teachers. 

The Selective Draft and the Voluntary Enlistment of 
those who were intensely anxious to answer their country’s: 
call took so many men from the ranks of teaching that it. 
was impossible to obtain male principals and instructors: 
for vocational schools. 

The widespread epidemic of Padenre closed the schools 
for a period, causing further disturbance in the continuous 
work of the school. 

Considering the above hindrances, our schools have 
accomplished as much work and have made as great progress 
as could be reasonably expected. 

The teachers who remained at their posts of duty, desir- 
ing to do their part in winning democracy for the world, 
enjoyed the double duty and privilege of teaching and work- 
ing for liberty. This class of teachers who listened to the 
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call of duty, rather than to the call of money, won universal 
respect and the first consideration for positions of advance- 
ment. 


EDUCATIONAL REFORMS. 


Educational reforms have followed many of the great 
wars of history and today, as never before, the problems of 
education are being discussed by the legislative bodies of 
all civilized countries. In many of the states of the United 
States there is an educational agitation and an apparent 
strong public conviction that educational institutions 
ought to be developed under state and federal guidance 
rather than to remain under isolated local administration. 

Forty-three state legislatures will be in session in 1919 
and will consider important educational legislation in its 
various and varied forms and relations. In accordance with 
the proclamation of Gov. John H. Bartlett, the legislation 
- which is planned for the consideration of the present Leg- 
islature has to do with the equalization of school oppor- | 
tunities. This would require a minimum school year of 
thirty-six weeks, certified teachers, universal supervision, 
medical inspection and school nurses for all schools, night 
schools for teaching the English Language to illiterate 
foreigners as an Americanization measure, and the develop- 
ment of technical courses in high schools. 

The need of enactment of the above into the laws of our 
state is apparent to all those whose minds have been 
awakened to the new conditions to which the world must 
adjust itself. 


AMERICANIZATION. 


The need for an evening school for teaching English to 
illiterate foreigners is urgent and I ask your aid for support- 
ing such a school. 

In his report, speaking of the importance of these schools, 
Secretary Lane says: ‘‘There is no one thing so supremely 
essential to a government such as ours, where decisions of 
‘such importance must be made by public opinion, as that 
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every man and woman and child shall know one tongue, 
that each may speak to every other and that all may be 
informed.”’ 


REPAIRS. 


Owing to the cost and scarcity of labor and material only 
a very few needed repairs were made during the year. 
The damage by lightning made it necessary to put new 
gutters on the roof. Copper of good quality was used en- 
suring durability and protection for many years. 

There remains to be installed a system of bells. This need 
has been recognized by the school board and will be supplied 
- as soon as material can be purchased and labor procured 
at a reasonable cost. Repairs and alterations are needed 
on the plumbing system, especially in the toilet rooms. 


“BackK-TO-SCHOOL DRIVE.” 


The burdens imposed upon the schools by the war have 
practically ceased and now comes the National Slogan 
‘Back to School.”’ 

Back to School is a watchword which appeals to citizens 
in all enterprises and in all walks of life; to school officers 
that they should provide the best school privileges, the best 
is none too good; to the citizens that they should furnish 
means for this work; to parents for the regular and punc- 
tual attendance of their children at school. 

I strongly advise parents to encourage their boys and girls 
to complete a Secondary School Course. The dollars and 
cents value of this education, which is by no means as impor- 
tant as the civic and ethical value, is clearly shown in the 
following table taken from a leaflet prepared by the United 
States Bureau of Education.

At 25 years of age the boy who had remained in school 
until 18 had received over $2,000.00 more salary than the 
boy who left at 14, and was then receiving over $900.00 a 
year more. 


CONDITION OF THE SCHOOLS. 


The spirit of co-operation between the teachers and be- 
tween teacher and pupil is excellent. 
The morale of the schools is steadily improving undér the 
guidance of the present corps of teachers and it is to 
the great advantage of the schools that these teachers be 
retained, 

For detailed information I refer you to the reports of the 
Supervisor of Music, Drawing, Domestic Arts and Manual 
Training. 
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PARENTS AND CITIZENS. 


We solicit the parents and citizens to visit the schools 
frequently to get first-hand knowledge of the work done in 
the schools. We also ask your assistance in remedying 
hindrances to school work such as truancy, irregular attend- 
ance, tardiness and dismissals. We would appreciate sug- 
gestions for improvements in any direction that would lend 
aid in developing a strong and wholesome manhood and 
womanhood in our pupils. 


ScHoot BoarpD. 


At the writing of this report it is not known what sum of 
money will be required to be raised by law for the support of 
schools for the coming year. I would recommend that a 
sufficient sum be raised for carrying into successful opera- 
tion the requirements of the Educational Bill that is now 
before the New Hampshire Legislature. ‘

Dear Sir:—The greatest improvement in the work in 

music this year is being made by the boys of the Sixth, 
Seventh and Highth Grades, who are singing male quartettes 
very creditably for boys of that age. This is the first year 
we have been able to do work of that kind and I feel proud 
of them. 
_ In the First and Second Grades, we are striving for indi- 
vidual work and each child is learning a different song. I 
wish this solo work could be carried right through the grades, 
but there isn’t time for it. 

In all the grades we are putting more emphasis on sight 
singing and better tone production. . 

Miss Grace Barr, connected with the Victor Machine 
Co., gave the school a delightful afternoon of music appre- 
ciation, illustrated by Victor records. She opened our 
minds to new beauties in music and I’m sure we will all be 
better and more intelligent listeners. 

I very much regret that we haven’t a school orchestra. 
The members of our former orchestra have graduated and 
none of the pupils at present play any orchestral instrument. 

I’d like to call the attention of parents of boys especially 
to the fact that it is during adolescence that the child can 
make great strides in instrumental playing. 

The members of our bands overseas are finding out how 
far behind the French we are in the study of band instru- 
ments, and our government is remedying that defect, as 
well as providing for “sings”? by the men in the army and 
navy, realizing that ‘‘a singing army is a fighting army.” 

The Commissioner of Education places the study of 
music second to one other only—and we are only beginning 
to realize its importance. 
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My report would not be complete,—in fact I could not 
give much of a report,—if I did not here testify to the splen- 
did work (uphill and very strenuous at times) of the teachers, 
Mrs. Wattles, Miss Whitten and Miss LeVangie, and I take 
this opportunity to thank them for their support and loyal 
co-operation. I also wish to thank each member of the 
School Board and also the Superintendent of Schools for 
their interest and help.

Dear Sir:—I submit a report of the work of the Domes- 
tic Science Department. 

The Sewing and Cooking Course has been self-supporting 
this year as it was last. 

The work has been carried on in Cooking in the same 
manner as in the previous year, using economical recipes, 
having the children prepare their own and the teachers’ 
luncheons and dinners, putting into practice Table Service 
and Table Etiquette. 

The interest has grown greatly in the Sewing Classes. 
Before Christmas the girls made many gifts in crocheting, 
knitting, and sewing, to send to their friends or people 
at home. Since then, some of the pupils have made dresses 
for their younger sisters and all will make dresses and under- 
clothes for themselves before the year is over. They will 
have an opportunity to learn the use of paper patterns, also 
to take measurements and draft their own patterns. 

The pupils have learned how to mend, darn stockings, 
braid and crochet rugs.
